However, opjKisition does not. to any 
extent, spring from the fact that the 
w ater in the lake is unfit for do m es­ 
tic use; that water is not so filthy as 
gome would make you believe. 
I he 
greatest opposition 
comes from the 
300 stockholders of the Country club 
who would not see this beautiful re­ 
sort abandoned without a strenuous 
light, and from those residents who,j 
knowing that there is water beneath 
this city, object to the expense of go­ 
ing two miles into the country for 
the water supply, entailing great ex­ 
pense for the purchase of 
a 
tine 
country club and for piping the water 
into the city mains.

raised over the Country club proposi­

to be opened only by some responsi­ 
ble city official, such as the 
health 
officer or flte chief, as the tempta 
tlon to open the valve and 
augment 
the supply would be too 
great, 
in 
many cases, were the control of the 
valve in the hands of the engineers 
at the pumping station. 
While the local delegation and the 
state board conferred 
in regard 
to 
tlit- m atter chiefly relative to its ust 
for fire-fighting, it was also consider­ 
ed to some extent as a possible dom 
estie supply, for which 
a filtration 
plant would be a necessity, and for 
tin* construction of 
which, 
together 
with the appropriation of the ground 
and the construction of the pipe line 
to the city, little less than $100,000 
would probably be required. 
Engineer lVtt<>e declared that much 
risk would he involved in the 
use 
of the lake even 
for 
emergencies 
without a filtration plant, and 
cited 
insancet* where such a Ilodiu* of the 
mains with impure water 
had 
re­ 
sulted in contamination which 
took 
fr<'m a few days to several years to 
thoroughly eradicate. 
But 
all these 
m atters and 
many 
others 
will 
be 
threshed out. when the engineers ac- 
ctually reach the scene. 
Judging from tlte statem ent made 
by some members of the delegation, 
it seem« that at present sentiment 
is turning from

The workings had to be left 
because of constant flooding, and the 
shaft now stands full of water, de 
dared to be there in sufficient quan 
tities to pump for days without

not be turned into the city mains, but
